fer’s plans for 5,000 
homes near Stret- 
ham missed out 
when the Govern¬ 
ment identified 15 
sites for possible eco- 
towns across Eng¬ 
land. 

The news sent mem¬ 


bers of East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council, 
which fiercely opposed 
Mereham at a planning 
inquiry alongside Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County 
Council, into raptures. 

The special green 
status, given by the 
Government to proposed 
zero-carbon towns, would 
have helped Multiplex 
Stannifer overcome 
planning objections. 


Eco-town status was 
granted to a site at 
Hanley Grange, near 
Hinxton in Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

Councillor Philip Read, 
chairman of the district 
council’s planning 
committee, said: “The 
decision by central 
government is welcomed 
in East Cambridgeshire 
as another death knell to 
the proposed develop¬ 


ment at Mereham. This 
council, along with many 
others, has fought really 
hard to show that Mere¬ 
ham is not wanted, 
needed, or even sus¬ 
tainable.” 

Coun Bill Hunt, who 
represents Stretham on 
the district council and 
Haddenham on the 
county council, said: 
“The developers at the 
Mereham planning in¬ 
quiry made great play of 
being an example of an 
eco-town. 

“Our officers and legal 
teams fought this claim 
and it is good to see that 
the Government has also 
recognised the developer 
was making a desperate 
attempt to claim cred¬ 
ibility where there was 
none. 

“The frustrating thing 
now is that we are still 
waiting for an official 
decision from the Secret¬ 
ary of State on Mereham. 

“We can only hope this 
comes sooner rather than 
later for the benefit of the 
local community, who are 
desperate that this devel¬ 
opment is thrown out.” 

Hazel Blears, Secretary 
of State for Communities 
and Local Government, is 
expected to make the 
final decision on Mere¬ 
ham “on or before” 
Tuesday, September 9, 
after receiving the 
planning officer’s recom¬ 
mendations.

Debt, crime and jobs at top 
of young people’s worry list 


UNEMPLOYMENT, 
debt and violent crime 
are at the top of the list 
of things young people 
in East Anglia are 
worried about. 

People aged 16 to 25 
across the region were 
asked to rank their top 
fears for the future as 
part of a survey 
commissioned by UK 
volunteering charity 
CSV and Tesco as part 


of their Agents4Change 
campaign. 

The campaign aims to 
recruit young people to 
take positive action in 
their communities. 

Unemployment wor¬ 
ries young people in 
East Anglia the most, 
with 45 per cent listing 
it first, compared to 40 
per cent nationwide. 
Debt came a close 
second at 40 per cent, 


compared to 48 per cent 
nationally. 

Violent crime is a 
worry for 34 per cent of 
those questioned. 

Sue Farrington, of 
Agents4Change, said: 
“Young people have gen¬ 
uine fears for the future 
but they are not power¬ 
less to overcome them.”

similar incident in Woolpack 
Yard, Ely, minutes earlier when 
two men entered the home of 
another 82-year-old woman, 
also claiming to be from the 
“water board”. 

The men looked under the 
sink and then asked to look in 
the upstairs bedroom. 

But when they asked her to 
go downstairs, she challenged 
them. They left empty-handed. 

Sergeant Paul Rogerson, 
from Ely police station, said: “It 
was a class distraction burg¬ 
lary technique. 

“We are investigating these 
incidents as a high priority and 
the perpetrators can be assured 
they will receive maximum 
punishment from the law when 
they are caught. 


“Distraction burglaries are a 
major priority for us and we 
now have extra dedicated 
patrols to deal with them. 

“If anyone has any doubts 
about someone’s identification 
calling at their homes, it should 
always be a 999 call to us. 

“People should also always 
check the ID of people calling 
at their homes and if there is 
any doubt, do not let them in.” 

The two men in both 
incidents are described as 
white, about 5ft 9in tall, aged 
between 21 and 40 and both 
wearing light-coloured hooded 
tops and dark trousers. 

One of them had a squat 
build and an Irish accent.

HIGH rates of sexually 
transmitted diseases 
are prevalent in East 
Anglians under 16, 
figures show. 

The Liberal Demo¬ 
crats obtained parlia¬ 
mentary answers 


showing the number of 
teens suffering from 
chlamydia in the reg¬ 
ion rose from 77 in 2002 
to 89 in 2006, a total 
of 467 diagnoses over 
the five-year period. 

There was also a 


high rate of genital 
warts among the 
under-16s, with 43 cases 
in 2002, 34 in 2003, 57 in 
2004, 46 in 2005 and 49 
in 2006. 

Genital herpes fig¬ 
ures are seven for 2002, 


10 for 2003; 10 for 2004; 
19 for 2005; and 14 for 
2006. 

There were no diagn 
oses of syphilis, 
and gonorrhoea de¬ 
clined from 14 cases in 
2002 to nine in 2006.

POST offices are 
“vital” and need to be 
saved, say supporters 
of a campaign by our 
sister paper the 
Cambridge Evening 
News. 

The proposed closure of 
2,500 branches across the 
country is a huge worry 
for many. 

Since launching the cam¬ 
paign to try to save post 
offices from the Govern¬ 
ment axe in Mid-Anglia, 
the News has been 
inundated with letters, 
emails and posts on its 
message board. 

Joan Vessey lives in 
sheltered accommodation in 
Wilburton and wonders how 
she and fellow residents 
would cope if the village 
post office closed. 

She said: “We would have 
to have a taxi take us to a 
post office to get our 
pension. 

“Some of us suffer from 
arthritis and osteoporosis 
and the buses are few so we 
hope we have good news.”

Margaret Parker, who is 
in her 70s, of Wrights 
Close in the village, said: 
“It was a dreadful day 
when it closed. We now use 
Milton for everything we 
need but what happens 
when we are no longer able 
to drive?” 

Among the message 
board posts, VeeAndA 
wrote: “I think it’s a crying 
shame post offices are 
dying out, particularly in 
villages as they are 
integral to village life. But 
it seems there might be 
hope if entrepreneurs can 
inject some cash-making 
schemes to keep the best of 
the Post Office services in 
small towns. For instance, 
PO services in your local 
pub?” 

H Bailey, of High Street, 
Sawston, said: “Please do 
all that you possibly can to 


reduce the closure of these 
post offices. Their exist¬ 
ence is vital - almost a 
social service, so why is 
some of their trade being 
taken away? 

“Senior citizens es¬ 
pecially need them - 
especially if such people 
have to retire from driving 
their cars. 

“If a senior citizen who 
regularly attends a certain 
post office is unable to do 
so there are people 
concerned for their well 
being but such a concern 
may not be at a larger post 
office.” 

Cambridgeshire post 
offices will learn their fate 
in July. 

The News has started a 
petition calling on the 
Government to make sure 
post offices remain open 
where they are needed in 
Mid-Anglia. 

In an online News poll, 
84 per cent of 606 readers 
said they would miss their 
local post office if it closed.

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House fire makes 
a family homeless

A FAMILY was made homeless 
after fire swept through their 
house. 

Firefighters were called to a blaze in 
Tower Road, Sutton, early last Thursday 
morning. 

The semi-detached house was 
unoccupied - the mother and two 
daughters who live there were in Great 
Yarmouth at the time. 

Sanctuary Hereward, the housing 
association which owns the house, is 
finding alternative accommodation for 
the family. 

Neighbours raised the alarm after 
being woken by a loud crackling noise. 

Firefighters entered the property and 
tried to go upstairs, but were forced back 
when they found the first floor was 
structurally unstable. They battled the 
blaze from outside using 20-feet ladders. 

Dave Allen, station manager for 
Cambridgeshire fire and rescue service, 
said: “The fire spread rapidly through 
the home and when we arrived the 
ground floor, first floor and roof were all 
well alight. 

“The house was structurally unsound 
so we were forced to tackle the fire from 
outside the building. 

“Thanks to the efforts of crews and the 
early warning from the next-door 
neighbour, we managed to prevent the 
fire spreading to the adjoining home.” 

The cause of the fire is under 
investigation, but it is thought the blaze 
started in the lounge at about 4am. 

Fire crews from Ely and Sutton 
attended the scene, before calling for 
back-up from another crew. 

The blaze was under control by 8.25am.

Council delays 
&7m DIY store 

COUNCILLORS have delayed a 
decision on a £7 million DIY store. 

East Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee considered 
proposals from Focus for a store at the 
G and J Peck site on Lisle Lane, Ely. 

But councillors deferred a decision, 
probably until June, as they want 
advice on the scheme from English 
Heritage and Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s highways department. Some 
also have worries over the design of 
the proposed building. 

The guidance of English Heritage is 
being sought because the site is within 
historic Ely’s conservation area. 

The store would create 40 jobs. 

The council’s Master Plan for Ely’s 
development over the next 20 years has 
earmarked Lisle Lane for housing 
development. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Following a constructive debate on 
the application to redevelop the G and 
J Peck site on Lisle Lane, councillors 
decided to defer the decision following 
concerns regarding the design of the 
building and while they await 
evidence from Highways and English 
Heritage. 

“The application will now be 
referred back to planning committee 
at a later date in the year.” 

Hotel wants to expand 

A CITY centre hotel has plans to 
expand. 

The Lamb Hotel in Ely has applied to 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
for permission to convert a ground- 
floor function room into five new 
bedrooms. 

The application comes from the 
Greene King Pub Company. 

The hotel, housed in a building which 
dates back to the 15th Century, 
currently has 31 rooms.

Mereham promises will not 
be delivered by Multiplex 


Sir, Mereham will bring neither 
properly affordable housing 
nor prosperity. 

I was surprised to read Mr 
Frank Lindsell’s letter (Say yes 
to Mereham and bring 
prosperity, Ely Weekly News, 
April 3). 

It is quite clear that Mr Lindsell 
has not even read Multiplex’s 
proposals for Mereham and 
the A10 let alone studied them 
or attended the public inquiry 
which took place between 
October 9 to January 9. 

If he had he would have 
discovered that Multiplex have 
no intention of dualling the 
A10. Much to the 
consternation of the council’s 
road safety officer who 
opposed their plans, Multiplex 
plan a wider single 
carriageway A10, which will 
“facilitate overtaking on the 
ghost islands”, between the 
south exit of the site and 
Denny End and no change at 
all between Denny End and 
the A14 apart from a “guided 
bus” lane round Milton. 

They claim this widening can 
be accomplished within the 


existing road boundary and 
need not be carried out until 
several thousand dwellings 
have been built. They also 
claim this will be sufficient 
because everyone will use the 
bus they intend to run up 
Market Street or along the 
Gallery every 10 minutes in 
order to get between Ely, 
Mereham and Cambridge. 

If he had done his research Mr 
Lindsell would also have 
found that Multiplex want to 
deliver a minimum of services 
and facilities up front. They 
have now been forced to 
accept that a temporary 
doctor’s surgery should be 
provided from day one but 
they see no need for a proper 
gas supply or an adequate 
sewage plant. These can be 
built later apparently. They see 
no need for schools from the 
start but they are kind enough 
to say they will pay to bus the 
kids to our existing already 
overfull schools while schools 
are built on the site. 

As for affordable housing, well 
that comes in many forms and 
many levels of affordability. 


Developers prefer the type 
which is built for ultimate 
purchase from a “social 
housing provider” of their 
choice. That way they get 
money at the earliest 
opportunity and if they also do 
a deal with a site management 
agent of their choice, in this 
case the appalling Greenbelt 
Group, they continue getting a 
cut through excessive service 
charges for the foreseeable 
future. 

Our council and individuals at 
the Inquiry argued extremely 
strongly that what is required 
in this area to assist the local 
kids is more “social rented 
housing”, what we used to 
know as council housing but 
Multiplex would have none of 
this. Indeed they brought in an 
additional highly paid “expert” 
to waste nearly a whole day of 
Inquiry time arguing against it. 
In the end the only 
contribution they offered to 
this type of housing was free 
land for the council to build 
on. 

As for employment moving to 
Ely and the hospital being 


expanded. Well Multiplex think 
they can encourage firms to 
move to Mereham which our 
council, rightly, sees as 
competing with Ely without 
the environmental gains that 
more employment in Ely 
would bring. 

Expansion of the hospital was 
not even considered as 
necessary by the PCT let 
alone Multiplex, so its 
Addenbrooke’s, 
Hinchingbrooke or nothing. 

Our purpose in opposing 
Mereham was exactly to 
ensure that people like my 
children and your 
grandchildren, Mr Lindsell, get 
a proper place to live in a 
proper community at a proper 
price. Just like you, I want 
future generations of all ages 
to have proper places to live, 
not lonely three and four 
storey blocks of flats built on 
the farmland we all need for 
food production built by a 
bunch of Australian rip-off 
merchants like Multiplex.

Delight as work

“It is high time Market 
Street was looking its 
best again.”

Recession may hit plans for 
new homes, councillor warns

THOUSANDS of new 
homes in Cambridge¬ 
shire could be delayed 
if the county slips into 
recession. 

The grim warning has 
been spelled out by Daphne 
Spink, who is stepping down 
after more than a quarter of 
a century as one of the 
leading lights on South 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

Cllr Spink, on the council 
since 1982, has spent much 
of that time overseeing 
housing issues. She was 
involved in the planning 
process for Cambourne in 
the early 1990s, and has rec¬ 
ently taken part in dis¬ 
cussions about the building 
of Northstowe, the new 
settlement planned for the 
edge of Cambridge. 

Up to 10,000 homes could 
be built there, but Cllr Spink 
said she feared construction 
will be held up if the 
economy dips. 

She said: “In my view a 
recession is coming, and that 
is very worrying. 

“When the council first 
began talking about the 
development of Cambourne, 
there was a recession on

then, and as a result of it the 
start of construction was 
delayed by four years. 

“The recession put a 
blight on the whole thing. 
Builders were anxious 
about their finances, and 
didn’t want to spend until 
the economic situation 
improved. They felt they 
would not be able to sell the 
houses if they built them 
then. 

“I feel a similar situation 
could arise with Northstowe, 
and of course that would be 
very serious. We need more 
houses. I hope very much 
the situation does not arise, 
but the signs are there.” 

Outline planning app¬ 
lications for Northstowe 
were submitted to the 
council by the new town’s 
joint promoters, English 
Partnerships and Gallagher. 
The plans propose about 
9,500 new homes - with a 
town centre, employment 
areas and schools, creating a 
community of up to 24,000 
people. 

A joint committee of 
councillors from South 
Cambridgeshire and Cam¬ 


bridgeshire County Council 
will scrutinise the app¬ 
lications. 

The developers hope 
planning permission will be 
granted by the end of 2008. 
Work could then start within 
a few months, with the first 
houses built in the summer 
of 2009. 

Cllr Spink said: “There is 
a big demand for more 
homes, and the Government 
keeps setting targets for us, 
but they too are beyond our 
control. Exactly how many 
houses are built depends on 
the builders.” 

She said Northstowe 
would “inevitably” have a 
major impact on neighbour¬ 
ing villages. 

“It’s no good saying a big 
settlement like Cambourne 
or Northstowe won’t imp¬ 
inge on people nearby. It 
does. We used to shop in St 
Neots. Now we shop in 
Morrisons. 

“When the sports centre 
opens in Cambourne, people 
from the villages will go 
there to use it. 

“The important thing is to 
do whatever we can to 
protect neighbouring vill¬ 
ages from bad effects, like 
increased traffic.”

Hospital food 
on the cheap 


NHS HOSPITALS in 
the region are spend¬ 
ing as little as £2.37 a 
day on feeding their 
patients. 

Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge spends £3.48 a 
day, but Hinchingbrooke 
Hospital in Huntingdon 
spends a daily average of 
£2.37 on each patient, which 
includes all food and bev¬ 
erages. 

Both hospitals said the 
costs could not be broken 
down to give a cost per meal. 
But divided by three meals a 
day, the totals give an 
average of 79p per meal for 
Hinchingbrooke and £1.16 
for Addenbrooke’s.

School lunch meals in 
Cambridgeshire on average 
cost £1.90 per head - of 
which 60p is paid by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
and the rest by pupils. 

Prison meals cost £1 each 
on average - with £3 per 
prisoner per day allocated by 
the Government. Figures for 
hospitals in this region were 
obtained by our sister paper, 
the Cambridge News , under 
the Freedom of Information 
Act. 

They have been described 
as “worrying” by Cllr Geoff 
Heathcock, Liberal Demo¬ 
crat spokesman for health on 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council. 

Cllr Heathcock said: “In 
many cases elderly people 
are going to be in hospital 
because they are not being 
particularly well looked after 
at home and may have diet 
issues, 79p doesn’t get you a 
loaf of bread. 

“If that is the best we can 
do in a health service that 
has a budget of £110 billion a 
year then it is worrying.” 

The Addenbrooke’s menu 
includes continental break¬ 


fast, as well as lunch options 
such as braised lamb’s liver 
and onion and fortified 
creamed potatoes. Bread and 
butter pudding, smooth 
apricot and stewed plums in 
juice are among the choices 
for dessert. 

Doctors’ leaders have 
already called for celebrity 
chef Jamie Oliver to over¬ 
haul the menus for patients. 

They claim much of the 
food served in hospitals is so 
inedible or meagre that it 
leaves patients under-nour¬ 
ished and depressed, making 
their recovery slower. 

Speaking in 2005, Dr 
Simon Eccles, chairman of 
the British Medical Assoc¬ 
iation’s junior doctors 
committee, said patients 
should start complaining 
about bad food after a survey 
revealed about 17 million 
meals a year are thrown 
away untouched. 

The Department of Health 
tried to use celebrity chef 
Loyd Grossman to head a 
team of chefs to revitalise 
hospital meals in 2000, but 
the initiative failed because 
it was too expensive for NHS 
trusts to implement. 

Cllr Heathcock said of the 
difference in spending bet¬ 
ween Hinchingbrooke and

Addenbrooke’s: “It is almost 
a postcode lottery for hos¬ 
pital food, which cannot be 
right.” 

A spokeswoman for Hin¬ 
chingbrooke said: “A comp¬ 
rehensive menu is available. 

“It has been developed to 
meet the nutritional needs of 
a wide group of patients. 

“A special children’s menu 
has also been jointly de¬ 
signed by patients, parents, 
nurses and dieticians.” 

The spokeswoman added 
that regular audits monit¬ 
ored temperature, delivery, 
taste and flavour. 

The most recent patient 
questionnaire on food 
showed a satisfaction level of 
86 per cent, she said. 

Carin Charlton, PFI and 
Hotel Services Manager at 
Addenbrooke’s, said: “We 
are continuously reviewing 
the service we are providing. 

“We are always looking at 
ways to improve our service 
to our patients.”

A couple of weeks ago Chrysler 
did it with the 300C. Now Citroen 
has taken up the idea with a TV ad 
which actually proclaims “It is a 
German car - made in France!” 

It seems that if you sell largely to 
business users and you want to 
pinch some of the sales enjoyed by 
BMW, Mercedes and Audi, you turn 
the interior black, sober up the trim 
and limber up your “For you ze vor 
is over” accent. 

Citroen has taken on board the 
fact that a lot of user-choosers 
regard floaty hydraulic self¬ 
levelling suspension as outrageous¬ 
ly dilettante and avant-garde. So on 
the new C5 - a particularly hand¬ 
some mid-sized business/family car 
- there are now two suspensions.

each model and you will get coil 
springs and orthodoxy. Go for the 
automatic version and with it will 
come very fluid hydraulic suspen¬ 
sion which is about as French as 
Monet’s jardin at Giverney 

The rest of the package comes 
down to how much either you, or 
your fleet manager, is prepared to 
spend. On the upper trim levels you 
can have both front and rear seats 
that offer massage, a lane departure 
warning system and no less than 
nine airbags should it go horribly 
wrong on the way to a ditch. 

Citroen’s sidestep towards 
Teutonic efficiency can, by the very 
nature of things, only go so far. On 
the rather elegant dashboard there 
are twirly shapes in chrome and a 
bit of boudoir business around the 
door handles, neither of which is 
from the Bauhaus school of design. 
You cannot submerge Gallic flair 
completely and this is certainly 
echoed in the sheer silence and 
comfort the new C5 has to offer - 
plus its ability to do a bit of serious 
wafting when an unclogged 
motorway presents itself. 

Both petrol and diesel engines 
are on offer, including a large V6 
diesel, but the highest sales are 


likely to be with the 2.0-litre diesel. 
I found this provides excellent 
power for getting to meetings fast 
plus with a reasonable degree of 
economy. Surprisingly the 2.0-litre 
petrol version has a very sporty 
note which jars with the German 
limousine image. 

As with other Citroens the 
dashboard tends towards 
complication, and a midnight hour 
or so with a damp towel and the 
handbook would pay dividends. On 
the plus side the centre of the 
steering column remains static 
when the wheel is turned, giving 
you an even chance of reaching one 


of its many centre-mounted 
buttons. 

Passenger and cargo space is 
generous while the do-everything 
radio system “offers an acoustically 
enhanced audio experience”.

AT 59, King’s School Ely teacher 
Jerry Dale was one of the bow trio 
rowing for Oxford in this year’s 
Veterans’ Boat Race, whose ages 
added up to nearly 200 years! 

He was an undergraduate at Keble 
College, Oxford when he rowed in 
the Boat Race in 1969,1970 and 
1971 and this year marked his 10th 
outing for the Dark Blues’ vets. 

The vets’ row the first two miles of 
the Boat Race course on the River 
Thames and provided a dress 
rehearsal for the 17V team, which 
covered the Boat Race live the next 
day. Oxford had a three-quarter 


length led off the start in very rough 
water with a strong south-westerly 
wind. Cambridge settled into strong 
stride and went back level and then 
through just to break clear water by 
Fulham football ground.
